The counting of the electoral vote in 
the hall of the House of Representative* 
on Wednesday was not disturbed by open 
and oral charges of fraud in the Southern 
states aa was expected. Representative 
Murray of South Carolina, who intended 
challenging the vote of that stale upon 
the ground that a large proportion of its 
Republican voters were disfranchised at 
the late election, finally determined that 
it was not judicious to disturb the pro- 
gress of the electoral count by an action 
which could not have any effect other 
than the mere calling attention to a dis- 
graceful state of facts wh*th are already 
known to exist. 

That the Republican vote of the South 
has been systematically suppressed by

of nearly two thirds The same facts ap- 
ply in the other extreme Southern states. 
In Georgia the population increased 
nearly 700.1XK) from 1870 to 1890. yet the 
vote of 1890 was nearly 20,000 less than 
in 1876; the figures are: population in 
1870, 1.18-1,109; population in 1890, 1,837.- 
533; vote In 1878, 180,534; vote in 1896, 
162.744. In Florida the population baa 
more than doubled since 1870, while the 
vote of 1896 was actually less than that of 
1876 The papulation of Alabama in- 
creased 00 per cent, from 1870 to 1890, 
while the vote increased but abont 12 per 
cent. In Mississippi the population in- 
creased from 1«70 to 1890, 50 per cent., 
while the vote fell from 164.778 in 1876, 
to 69,513 in 1806. 
In Louisiana the population increased 

53 per cent , and the vote actually fell off 
31 percent. In Arkansas the population 
increased lot per cent, and the vole only 

54 per cent. 

Representative Murray did a service by 
calling attention to these facts, though 
he did not make an official record of them 
by making an objection to the count of 
the vote of his stale as he originally in- 
tended. Thev are facts whith every

the United States grants to them. A gain 
of GO per cent, in voting strength and a 
loss of 20 per cent. Il votes actually cast 
is ef itself sufficient proof to satisfy the 
most obtuse mind that there is something 
i wrong with the manner in which the 
elections of the South are conducted. 

Congressman Murray insists that the 
vote of South Carolina does not represent 
the voters of the slate; that probaely 
balf of the voters of that state are not 
permitted to exerciae their elective fran- 
chise. That he is undoubtedly right in 
this am-iuon is shown by the fact that 
the vote af 1896 was only about one-third 
of the vote of 1876, although the popula 
tlon of the stale had enormously in 
creased in the meantime. In South Car 
ollna the population in ISM was 705,006, 
and in 1890 1.151,149, a gain of about

President Lawrence Dissents 
From the Statement Made 

By Secretary North, of the Wool 



Washington. Feb. 13.— The National 
Wool Growers' association took excep- 
tion to the statement of tbeir differ- 
ences with the manufacturers about 
the wool schedule as voiced by Secre- 
tary North, of the National Associa- 
tion of Wool Manufacturers, in his In- 
terview with a reporter of the United 
Associated Preaaea, President William 
Lawrence, of the Wool Growers' asso- 
ciation, volt es this dissent as folows:
